MOSES AND GENERAL BOOTH. 


GENERAL Booth is evidently no ad- 
mirer of what has been called the 
principle of counting noses. In his 
speech at the great meeting at Exeter 
all last Monday, he made a vigorous 
defence of his own pa 
the proposed scheme of salvation, and 
laid down the principle that what was 
wanted for winning a battle was 
wanted for governing a nation ; and 
he reminded his hearers of the 
old saying that if a Committee 
had had the building of the Ark it 
would not have been finished to-day. 
En passant, it may be remarked that 
the old saying is not a happy one. It 
does not jreally exemplify the infinite 
procrastination of Committees, since, 
if the Ark had not been finished within 
a very brief period, the Committee 
hina been put forever beyond 
the possibility of continuing their 
respectable sitting. They would have 
been swamped by a flood—not of 
rhetoric. But General Booth was not 
satisfied with mere general glorifica- 
tion of the a. midal view of organ- 
ization, with himself as apex. He 
compared himself, in terms categori- 


cal, to Moses, and characterized the |

| salvationist autocracy as a “ Mosaic 
democracy.” He hoped, like Moses 
to bring millions of slaves out 
of the land of bondage, and thought 
it probable that if the Israelites had 
the power of voting, they would 
have voted to go back to the “ onions 
and sausages.” The General is evid 
ently a believer in the now somewhat 
discredited “strong man theory” of 
Carlyle, though the dyspeptic sage 
would probably have disavowed his 
disciple if he had beea alive. Per- 
haps Mr. Booth is right, at any rate 
at this stage of his scheme. In deal- 
ing with the dregs of society, the 
strong hand and not the ballot box - 
is the instrument of redemption. The 
redemption partially achieved, the 
ballot box may again be brought into 
operation and may then play a useful 
_ in the later stages of humanising 
ut in comparing himself to Moses

rights should be respected. The 
Sioux have been re 
by agents of the United States Gov- 
ernment, notably when the attempt 
that so nearly resulted in 1878, in 
war, was made to remove them by 
force to the Missouri River, but 
they trusted Crook. Now that 
Crook is dead, the chiefs say that 
his Government has failed abso- 
lutely to carry out his promises. 
‘The recent census of Rosebud 
Agency and here was grossly inac- 
curate, my informer declares. The 
number of Indians was counted 
down instead of _ rly enumer- 
ated, and as a result their allowance 
of rations has been greatly limited. 
“Owing to the delay in the pass- 
age by Congress of the Indian Ap- 
ropriation bill, not only the Sioux, 
ut the Indians of the entire count 
have been and are suffering for food. 
It is now October, and the supplies 
due in July have not been sent out 
to them. As a result they listen 
all the more eagerly to the emissar- 
ies who have come from that part of 
Montana where the Messiah 1s said 
to have been seen. The idea of an 
approaching millennium and the 
extinction of the whites, renders 
the reservation Indians all the more 
willing to eat their breeding sheep, 
cattle and fowls, and quit work of 
every kind. The Sioux at these 
two al agencies—Pine Ridge and 
Rosebud — are receiving scarcely 
anything at all, even under the re- 
duced census apportionment, in- 


tedly deceived 
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stead of the full rations they. are 
entitled to. 

All this time since July the Gov- 
ernment supplies out here have 
been, of course, dim . There 
will soon be nothing at all on hand 
to feed the Indians except scanty 
rations of beef. Suppose, as has 
been the case in the past, extra ra- 
tions of beef were issued to take the 
place of the rations of flour, etc., for 
which there is now no material on 
hand. The result would be certain 
starvation, for then the beef also 
would give out. 

It is useless to attempt to reason 
with starving Indians, especially 
when the mysterious apostles have 
succeeded in convincing hundreds 
of the Sioux that when the Messiah 
—— their struggle for their 
rights will at last be crowned with 
success, and the hated whites and 
lying government agents will be 
punished as they deserve. Why 
should they and their children starve 
in a land of plenty? 

“ Indeed, a man officially acquaint- 
ed with the Sioux for twenty-five | 
years said to me yesterday: ‘ Broken 
treaties, delayed appropriations and 
religious frenzy have combined to 
make the Indians feel that the worst 
has come to the worst, and that even 
if no Messiah came they might as 
well die fighting, with their wives 
and children around them, as see 
their dear onés pinched and starved 
by a Government that owes them a 
living and has abundant means to 

y that debt if it were so disposed. 

y the to deliver them 
their supplies in July, when they 
were due, the Government has, as a 
last stroke of cruelty, deprived the 
Sioux of the opportunity to earn 
money by freighting these supplies. 
There was mon ts to haul, so th 
have been deprived not only of their 
Government food, but of almost 
their only ang to make 
money enough to buy their food 
elsewhere.’”

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FACTS AND EVENTS. 
“The American Harvester Company, with a capital of $35,000,000, has been incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Illinois, thus constituting a trust or monopoly of the agri- 
cultural inplement business. | 

Information was received at Hull, on Nov. 26th, of the loss of the steamer Westbourne 
and eighteen lives. The steamer left Theodosia, in the Black Sea, on Monday, for Dunkirk, 
but no details of the wreck are at hand. It is stated, however, that six of the crew were 
crowned, and twelve died from exposure. Captain Bennington, A. Ladley (donkey-man), 
and J. Arnold, G. E. Nesbit, and W. Whines (able seaman), have landed at Theodosia, 
bringing the bodies of six others. 

Prinz Rip@ez, Nov. 26.—The latest indications here of the intentions of the Indians would 
appear of a more reassuring character. It is stated that the braves in this district declare 
that they will surrender their arms if the troops insist on their doing so. An order has, 
_ however, been issued postponing the issue of beef rations until to-morrow, and all strangers 
except newspaper men have been ordered off the reservation. About 6,000 Indians are 
swarming in and about the agency. One hundred more Indian scouts are being sworn in 
and armed. 

- Vianna, Nov 24.—It is announced in a Vienna newspaper that more than a thousand 
ases of influenza have occurred at Fieenfkirchan, which is a town of about 24,000 in- 
habitants, in the county of Baranya, in Hungary. The medical officer of health for the 
town has summoned a conference of all the doctors in the place in order to concert mea 
sures for combating the epidemic. The malady, as it presents itself in Fieenfkirchan, is 
taking various forms. In some cases the symptoms resemble those of typhus, and in 
others is copious hemorrhage from the intestines and nose. On Saturday and again yes- 
terday a fatal ending to the disease occurred. | 
On Nov. 25th, a terrific explosion; occurred at the Royal Small Arms Factory, at 
Sparkbrook, in connection with the manufacture of the magazine rifle. The whole of 
five men who were engaged in the priming-room and proof batteries. In the former place 
a considerable quantity of powder was kept. Through some cause, at present unknown the 
powder exploded. The_roof was lifted bodily off, and the walls were shattered. For 
some time a couple of the men were half buried in the debris, and when extricated one 
was severely injured about the head and body. Another named Thomas was badly burnt 
- and lacerated, while a third was completely prostrate. The two others were also hurt. 
The explosion caused the greatest] consternation amongst the employes and immediate 
residents. The report was heard nearly a mile away. 
_ New York, Nov. 26.—The Indian question is assuming an alarming aspect. News 
has been received from Fort Sully, Dakota, to the effect that the hostile Indians at the 
Grand River, Cheyenne, Rosebud, and Pine Ridge agencies are massing to fight General 
Brooke. Bands of Indians in war paint, armed with Winchesters and well provided 
with ponies, are on the march. They refuse to state whither they are marching, but it is 
supposed to be a wooded locality near White Fork, on the White River, which is about a 
day’s ride from the Rosebud and Pine Ridge agencies. The secrets of the hostile Indians 
are being revealed by the squaws and the men who, under the threat of death, have left 
the Indian camps. The Sioux have been expelled from the ghost dancers, and are re- 
garded as special objects of hatred. The dancers are sending away the old Indians, 
women and children, and this is regarded as a precaution in case there should be fighting. 
Little Wound is expect to arrive to-day at the camp of the dancers, and it is probable 
that a conference with General Brooke and the agent may take place. The Government 
courier reports that two hundred lodges of the Rosebud Indians have made a raid upon 
the houses of the settlers in the vicinity of Porcupine Creek. The settlers fled a week 
ago, taking all removables with them. It is estimated that the marauders number 
1,200 Indians. General Wheaton has arrived at the camp with four cempanies of infan-

_ 
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salvation. He is strengthened by it in a manner that is remarkable. -- Hig 
mission is such that he cannot accomplish much without Divine assiat- 
ance, and. to obtain that he has to pray for it. He needs wisdom in his 
conversations, speakings and walks in the midst of the people, and the 
Lord has pointed out a way for it to be obtained. Go to Him in earnest, 
believing prayer. 

‘When we pray, we should ask for the things that are consistent and 
needed. Our desires should be clearly expressed in a spirit suitable to 
the occasion. A prayer that we would offer in our secret chamber, would 
hardly be the same as one offered for a public assembly of people. In the 
one case the individual desire would predominate, while in the other the 
object of the assembly would be considered. The prayer on opening a 
business meeting should differ from that offered in a worshiping congre- 
gation, as the objects of the meetings were different. Prayers should be 
consistent with the occasion. Above all things they should be real, sin- 
cere and earnest. 

In view of the present condition of mankind, of the Gospel work being 
performed, and the approach of terrible calamities, there are many things 
that a lover of his fellow man can pour out his soul to God in prayer 
about. Let him pray that sinners may be led to repentance, that people 
may come to a knowledge of the truth, that the dispersed of Judah may 
be gathered, that the Lamanites may be enlightened, that faith may 
increase among men, that the Holy Spirit may be the constant guide of 
Elders and Saints, and that they might be preserved from evil, increased — 

in intelligence, and finally saved in the kingdom of God. J. E. OC. 


TRACTING. 


Tue great work devolving upon the Elders and members of the Church in 
these lands is spreading the Gospel and warning the people. Tracts 
have been written for the purpose of presenting the first principles of the 
Gospel in clearness and simplicity to the minds of investigators. How 
much good they have accomplished we have no means of ascertaining, but 
that it has been great there can be no doubt. Tracts have their field of 
usefulness, but they should not be made to take the place of the personal 
labors of Elders—in other words a hobby should not be made of tracting. 
We fear that too much importance is attached to the number distributed, 
rather than to the good done by them. 

People become surfeited with tracts as they do with other things which 
are crowded upon them. A tract todo any good should be given to an 
individual of an enquiring mind. When interest is awakened and tracts 
are read, the seed is sown in ground were some kind of growth is apt to 
occur, and the truth will be rejected or received to the condemnation or 
salvation of the individual. But when a tract is given to an indifferent 
and perhaps prejudiced individual the chances are that it becomes just so 
much waste paper and is lost. To use tracts profitably and successfully is 
an art that each Conference president and Elder in the field should make 
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a special study of. The plan that would be successful in one place 
would perhaps be a failure in another. If the Elder is energetic in his 
labors and faithfu! in his duties he is entitled to the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit in all the matters pertaining‘to his onerous, important, and respon- 
sible duties. His priesthood and his time are too valuable to be spent in 
the mechanical work of simply handing tracts to any and -every- 
body whether they are interested or not. It is much better to dispose of 
fifty than a thousand tracts a week, when fifty are read and the thousand 
are not. Tracting should not in our opinion be the chief, but an auxiliary 
factor in the missionary labor. The giving away of a tract should be made 
an opportunity for allaying prejudice, and the conversation should not be 
obtrusive, but courteous and friendly. He who has the light of the Gos- 
pel can afford to treat his fellowmen with careful consideration. 

His mission is one of love and peace, and it means the temporal and 
spiritual salvation of those who will take heed of it, and those who do not 
will suffer enough without being treated — by one who bears the 
priesthood. J. E. C. 


ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE.

Exprr George E. Woolley, writing under date of Oct. 8th :—We are in the 
northern portion of Australia, and in a district where the Gospel has been 
preached very little indeed, and a spirit of enquiry has been awak- 
ened. On the 6th of April last a Conference was held at Scoresby in a 
room of Brother William Tillack’s house. Our peace, when partaking of a 
bounteous repast, was disturbed by the pelting of the door with rotten 
eggs. The perpetrators of the deed, as though ashamed of themselves, 
took to their heels and left. On the 12th of the same month, President 
Chipman with thirteen Saints sailed from Melbourne, bound for Zion. 
Until the 6th of May I labored alone, when I was joined by Elder A. 8. 
Young, who had just arrived from Utah. 

. On August 2nd, we set sail from Brisbane, where we thought there was 
less prejudice to contend with, and where the Gospel had not been so 
preached. 

_ We labored for more than a month, without any apparent success, and 
were running low in finances, when the Lord opened our way by sending 
unto us three of His lost sheep, who had formerly belonged to the fold in 
England, but had, sixteen years ago, wandered into these parts. We were 
informed by them that they had been long praying for the coming of | 
God’s true servants, and they were truly overjoyed at meeting us. Brother 
_ William Duffin, now in his 82nd year, his wife, and a Sister Leach were 
the three. Brother Duffin, as he grasped our hands in broken words and 
swimming eyes, expressed his gratitude for this answer to his prayers. 
He took us home with him and has since, together with Sister Leach, 
provided us with a comfortable home. We have had the pleasure of bap- 
tising them and two of their children. We also found here a Brother 
Scott and family, from Edinburgh, who we >» hope soon to have with us 
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again. Our open air meetings are better attended than those we hold ipn- 
doors. I feel confident that the object for which we are in these parts 
will be realized, and hope to be able to establish a Branch here. The 
people, as a rule, are more inclined to listen to our principles than those 
in the colonies farther south. We are unable to supply copies of the 
‘Book of Mormon to all the people who are asking for them. 


WE are pleased to state that Apostle George Teasdale reached Diaz, Mexico, 
on October 23rd with his family in good health and spirits. The Saints there 
gave them a warm reception. On the evening of the 24th they were invited 
to a social party.

ore, that the storm, when it breaks, 
will spread over a much larger tract 
of country than was originally antici- 


pated, and that a proportionate degree 
of trouble will be freak before it is 
finally suppressed. The latest advices 


from the scene of the disturbance 
report that the military authorities 
are fully alive to the gravity of the 
situation, and have taken steps by 
which they trust that the exigencies 
of the crisis may be fully met. Troops 
are being massed at strategic points 
on the Reservation, and a large num- 
ber of experienced scouts and [ndian- 
ames including the redoubtable 

lonel Cody, better known as 
“ Buffalo Bill,” have been got to- 
gether with the view of effectually 
circumventing the crafty devices of 
the sons of the prairie. These tim- 
eous steps may have the desired 
effect of terrorizing the Indians, and 
so reducing to trifling proportions, if 
not altogether averting, an outbreak 
which promises to be the most wide- 
spread and terrible of recent years. 
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But when the momentary exigencies 
is past, the affairs of the Indian Reser 
vation will simmer down in the same 
unsatisfactory condition which led up 
to the present difficulty. There is no 
sign or suggestion of any change in 
the improvident Indian policy which 
periodically culminates in an outburst 
of the nature of that from which 
Western settlers are now fleeing in 
fear of their ge The red men will 
still be left in the possession of the 
weapons which enable them to wage 
bloody, if futile, war against their 
conquerors ; and their apparently in- 
corrigible idleness and discontent will 
be encouraged by the — dole 
dealt out to them at the Indian 
neies of their “Great White 
ather” at Washington. The fate of 
these aboriginal children of the soil is 
one of the saddest problems of 
American politics. That they are not 
altogether incapable of civilization is 
proved by the fact that several of the 
tribes. such as the Cherokees and 
Choctaws, have long ago taken to 
agriculture and industrial pursuits, 
and are now i esteemed 
citizens of the United States. Not 
till the advancing tide of white 
immigration has made, by treaty or 
by force, yet greater inroads on the 
tracts reserved to the Indians will the 
problem be finally solved either in the 
extinction or absorption of the 
remnant that remains of the wild 
Western tribes. Before the final solu- 
tion arrives, however, it is to be feared 
that yet another chapter at least must 
be added to the bloodstained annals 
Indian border warfare.—Liverpool 
ost.

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Hon. Joseph Howell, of Wellsville, Utah, met with a severe accident, on 
Nov. 5th. He was riding through the Wellsville fields in his buggy, when one 
of the wheels dropped into a deep hole and threw him up and against the 
top of the buggy. He sustained several bad cuts and —— but fortunately 
escaped with other painful injuries. 


The Mercantile block, now being erected by the Walker Brothers and Fyler 
Company, Salt Lake City, corner of Third South and Main streets, is to be a 
most handsome and substantial structure of five stories. A perspective view 
of the building as it will appear when completed is exhibited—April Ist 
next. It will be a credit to that part of the city. 


The Utah Mining and Irrigating Pump Manufacturing Company, of Salt 
Lake City, filed articles of incorporation yesterday with Secretary Sells. The 
incorporators were Peter Anderson, Nils J. Grondlund, Milando Pratt, O. P. 
Pratt, August Peterson, P. A. Sheadbeck, J. A. Hamilton, G. G. Bywater, J. 
A. Johnson, I M. Waddell, B. W. Driggs, jr., and Thoms Adams, The capital 
stock is $150,000. 


At Springville, Utah, on Nov. 5th, Klinger’s planing mill was found to be 
on fire. The flames spread with lightning rapidly, and in a few minutes were 
beyond control. The people worked hard to subdue the flames, but could do 
little to suppress the ravages of the fire fiend. The Provo fire department was 
sent for and arrived as promptly as possible and did excellent service. In 
thirty minutes after their arrival the fire was under control. The planing 
mill, opera house, and H. N. Groesbeck’s farm were destroyed. 


The recent locators of the mining claims at the foot of Ensign Peak, 
near Salt Lake City, are hard at it, and a visit to the scene on Sunday 
showed that considerable work had been done. The formation is chang- 
ing slightly. The locators are hopeful, believing they have struck a good 
thing. In addition to the workers near Ensign, several others are busily 
engaged on prospects to the east of the historic peak, and it would appear 
that the locality named will be pretty thoroughly prospected before many 
months have passed. 


The work of covering the roof of the Tabernacle, Salt Lake City, with tin 
is nearly finished, and the painting of it will soon be commenced. The 
amount of tin required for this purpose amounts to about 47,000 superficial 
feet. Superintendent Moyle is engaged on other improvements in connection 
with the building besides covering the roof. He is having a number of lava- 
tories cunstructed in the lower part of the north-west section of the building. 
They will be fitted up with improved appurtenances, and will be a great con- 
venience. The outbuildings on the west side of the block will be removed. 


The articles of incorporation of the new Bank of Commerce have been 
filed.
